WASHINGTON — The

clothes. 

Rick Gates, Manafort’s 
longtime associate as well 
as a campaign adviser, was 
also charged and turned 
himself in.

Zoning to limit Cleveland pot outlets

City Council voted Mon- 
day to approve new zon- 
ing requirements that will 
prevent the sale of medical 
marijuana in about 95 per- 
cent of the city. 

The legislation, approved 
15-1, limits the location of 
marijuana dispensaries, 


cultivation sites, produc- 
tion and refining facilities 
and research sites. 

The balancing act council 
members are trying to per- 
form is to tightly regulate 
the businesses without driv- 
ing them out to the suburbs. 

If that happens, the city 
would be cut out of poten- 
tially thousands of dollars in 
tax revenues from the new 


industry and some residents 
who will use medical mari- 
juana would be denied ac- 
cess to the medical products 
for lack of transportation. 

“Medical marijuana is 
happening,” said Kerry Mc- 
Cormack, whose Ward 3 in- 
cludes downtown, Ohio City 
and much of Tremont.

Cuyahoga County plans 
to take back $17 million 
pledged to fund demolition 
of blighted properties. 

The move, which re- 
neges on a $50 million 
pledge, is supported by 
administrators who say 
that the money is needed 
to balance the budget and 
that other federal Hardest 
Hit demolition funds are 
available. 

It is strongly opposed 
by leaders of Cleveland’s 
inner-ring suburbs, com- 
munity organizations and 
several Cuyahoga County 
Council members. 

Concerns were raised at a 
council budget hearing on 
Monday. 

The county pledged the 
money and created a prop- 
erty demolition fund in 
2015. 

To date, $32.5 million 
has been allocated to cit- 
ies and the Cuyahoga Land 
Bank to fund removal of 
2,097 residential and com- 
mercial buildings.

“That is unlikely to occur 
in the inner-ring suburbs 
and that is why we really 
need the money. Blighted 
structures are the cancer 
of a neighborhood. Unless 
all the cancer is removed, 
the blight will spread — de- 
stroying everything we have 
done.” 
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
